States  Athletic  Conference  has 
threatened  expulsion  from  the 
league  for  any  pranks  which 
might  cause  property  damage. 

According  to  Lavon  Boyen- 
ger,  Grand  Duke  of  the  Inter- 
collegiate Knights,  the  IK’s  will 
sponsor  the  clean-up  but  will 
need  tire  help  of  the  entire  stu- 
dentbody. The  cleaning  detail 
will  take  place  at  8 a.m.  Sat- 
urday. “It  will  take  500  students 
to  do  the  job,"  Boyenger  said. 

Eugene  Kingdom  Honor  Coun- 
cil chief,  told  the  cabinet  that 
approximately  i 130  persons 
have  made  applications  for  six 
vacancies  on  the  council.  Final 


selections  were  nlade  late  Wed- 
nesday. 

Lee  Miller,  campus  publicity 
chairman,  noted  that  many  signs 
are  being  left  on  campus  over- 
night, resulting  in  a “sloppy 
campus  display."  He  requested 
that  all  organizations  check  on 
their  signs — keep  them  neat  and 
take  them  down  at  night. 

Other  items  discussed  by  stu- 
dent leaders  without  taking  ac- 
tion were  the  Campus  Chest 
and  Christmas  drives.  Crockett 
noted-  that  university  rules  al- 


low for  one  all-inclusive  drive. 

Whether  to  continue  the 
Christmas  Drive  or  not  was  left 
undecided  as  well  as  the  time  to 
conduct  the  Campus  Ches't  cam- 
paign. The  Nov.  23  football 
game  was  discussed  as  a possi- 
ble date  to  collect  funds  which 
would  in  turn  be  divided  among 
the  many  annual  money  drives. 

The  studentbody  president 
noted  that  “assembly  attend- 
ance has  been  exceptional  so 
far.’’  He  also  drew  attention  to 
the  fact  that  some  of  BYU’s  ac- 
tivities are  keyed  to  a smaller 
school  and  therefore  are  doom- 
ed to  failure.

After  appearing  as  a guest 
star 'with  Sweden's  Royal  Opera 
last  fall,  Miss  Thebom  was  a- 
warded  the  decoration,  “The 
Order  of  Vasa.”  by  Sweden’s 
Queen  Louise.  Miss  Thebom  has 
sung  several  concerts  in  Ice- 
land for  the  U.S.  State  Depart- 
ment. 


LONDON— (INS)— The  Soviets  ] 
still  are  keeping  a tight  lid  on  i 
the  mystery  of  Marshall  Georgi 
Zhukov’s  ouster  as  defense  min- 
ister. 

But  speculation  on  the  reasons 
for  his  dismissal  constantly  re. 
verts  to  the  possibility,  that  for- 
eign policy,  including  the  middle 
east,  was  involved  in  the  Krem- 
lin showdow’n  on  Zhukov’s  fu- 
ture. 

SOVIET  LEADERS  at  a Tur- 
kish reception  in  Moscow  last 
night  stressed  lessening  of  ten- 
sions over  the  Turkish-Syrian 
border  crisis  and  communist 
party  boss  Nikita  Khrushchev 
said  there  would  be  no  war. 

They  spoke  of  a “compromise” 
by  which  the  communist  party 
triumphed  in  the  Kremlin  crisis 
over  Zhukov,  and  said  things 
are  now  under  control. 

But  they  withheld  details  that 
would  permit  the  West  to  solve 
the  Soviet  enigma. 

SEVERAL  FACTS  are  known, 
however: 

— Zhukov  was  on  a visit  to 
Yugoslavia  and  Albania  at  the 
height  of  the  crisis  between  Tur- 
key and  Soviet-backed  Syria. 

— Deputy  defense  minister 
Marshall  Konstantin  K.  Rokoss- 


ovsky  was  sent  to  the  Turkish 
border  area  to  command  a mil- 
itary zone  that  could  be  of  ex- 
treme importance  in  an  emerg- 
ency involving  Turkey. 

—THE  RUSSIANS  have  claim- 
ed— at  least  until  the  Kremlin 
leaders  began  putting  the  em- 
phasis on  peace  at  the  Turkish 
reception  Tuesday  — that  this 
was  the  week  in  which  Turkey 
with  U.S.  support  would  attack 
Syria. 

— In  Damascus,  a Syrian 
spokesman  said  today  it  appear- 
ed the  Turkish  crisis  is  “fizzling 
out.” 

Regardless  of  the  implications 
of  the  Zhukov  case,  one  thing 
appeared  clear  on  the  basis  of 
reports  reaching  London:  Com- 
munist boss  Nikita  Khrushchev 
has  emerged  as  top  man  in  the 
power  struggle. 

Moscow  reports  said  Zhukov’s 
supporters  in  the  Central  Com- 
mittee failed  to  muster  enough 
strength  against  Khrushchev, 
and  Zhukov  probably  will  be 
sent  off  to  some  minor  post  in 
the  Hinderlands. 

The  next-step,  it  was  said,  may 
be  a purge  of  Zhukov’s  backer’s 
in  the  red  army  and  party  lead 
i ership.

“Jewelled  Peach  Meringues” 
are  baked,  filled  with  whipped 
cream  and  chilled  peach  halves. 
The  recipe: 

3 egg  whites 
1/8  teaspoon  salt 
1/4  teaspoon  cream  of  tartar 
3/4  cup  sugar 
1/2  teaspoon  vanilla  extract 
3/4  cup  whipping  cream 
6 canned  cling  peach  halves 
mixed  candied  fruits 
Beat  egg  whites  with  salt  until 
foamy.  Add  cream  of  tartar  and 
beat  until  stiff.  Beat  in  sugar  a 
tablespoon  at  a time.  Fold  in 
vanilla.  Shape  meringue  in  six 
shells  on  baking  sheet  covered 
with  brown  paper. 

Bake  in  very  slow  oven  (275 
degrees  F.)  one  hour.  Cool.  Re- 
move carefully  from  paper  and 
fill  each  shell  with  whipped 
cream.  Top  with  chilled  drained 
peach  half  and  decorate  with 
candied  fruits.
